THE  JOACHIMTHALER 


It  may  seem  a far  cry  from  the 
Joachimthaler  to  the  dollar  of 
every-day  American  life,  but  this 
piece  is  generally  recognized  as 
the  ancestor  of  our  dollar.  The 
first  of  these  pieces  was  struck 
about  1525  in  a little  valley  of 
Bohemia  which  was  one  of  the  hered- 
itary possessions  of  Count  Sohlick. 
A large  number  of  these  tiny  prin- 
cipalities were  scattered  through 
Austria  and  Germany  at  that  time, 
and  the  coinage  of  money  was  con- 
sidered by  these  princelings  one  of 
their  most  precious  rights.  In 
some  cases  the  quantity  or  quality 
of  the  metal  v^ich  went  into  their 
coinages  was  not  at  all  what  it 
purported  to  be,  and  the  income 
thus  derived  was  not  inconsiderable. 
The  pieces  issued  by  Count  Schlick, 
however,  were  of  such  convenient 
size  and  fineness  that  they  were 
accepted  as  a pattern  by  his  neigh- 
bors, and  coins  of  this  type  ulti- 
mately spread  over  a great  part. of 
Europe. 

The  piece  was  known  as  a "Joach- 
imsthaler",  v^ch  means  simply 
Joachim's  Valley.  It  was  soon  ab- 
breviated to  "thAler";  as  the  deno- 
mination was  adopted  in  other 
countries,  its  original  signifi- 
cance became  lost  to  sight,  and 
"Thaler"  grew  by  use  to  be  the 
r^e  of  the  denomination.  The  form 
of  the  name  varied  with  each 
country  - for  e sample  we  have  Baler 
for  the  Scandinavian  countries, 
Tallero  for  Italy,  Daalder  for  the 
Low  Countries,  and  many  compounds 
and  further  variants  such  as  our 
own  Dollar. 

Pieces  of  the  same  size  and 
weight  received  local  names,  too  - 
for  example  in  Spain  the  piece  was 
called  the  "peso,"  although  the 
issues  of  the  Spanish  Colonies  pre- 
vious to  our  Revolutionary  War, 
wore  commonly  known  as  Spanish 
Milled  Dollars.

THE  FIR3T  CANADIAN  BANKS 

The  period  of  a century  end  a 
half  since  Canada's  first  bank 
made  its  brief  appearance  may  be 
divided  into  several  parts,  each 
part  representing  in  a general  way 
an  era  in  the  country's  growth  and 
prosperity,  marked  particularly  by 
great  movements  of  immigration  and 
punctuated  by  the  creation,  growth 
and  demise  of  banks  including  short 
periods  of. recession  when  the 
number  of  banks  had  been  reduced. 

The  times  following  the  American 
Revolutionary  War  saw  immigration 
into  Canada  on  a large  scale.  The 
first  arrivals  were  the  United 
Elnplre  Loyalists.  These  people 
were  among  the  leading  citizens  of 
their  American  communities  and, 
while  they  arrived  in  Canada  bereft 
of  most  of  their  possessions,  they 
brought  plenty  of  ability,  energy 
and  force  of  character.  Although 
British  in  feeling,  they  were  Amer- 
ican in  their  economic  thinking 
and  social  habits.  ^ 

Alexander  Hamilton  having  founded 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States  in 
1791,  there  was  soon  a demand  for  a 
bank  in  Montreal}  this  city  was  the 
leading  commercial  city  of  the 
country  and  carried  on  a large 
trade  with  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain. 

The  first  bank  was  a private  one, 
established  by  three  firms  of  Mon- 
treal merchants.  This  bank  was 
chiefly  for  deposits  and  called  it- 
self the  "Canada  Banking  Company." 
It  was  not  destined  long  to  survive 
its  origin,  although  one  at  least 
of  its  five  shilling  notes  which 
has  been  preserved,  is  proof  that 
it  exercised  the  function  of 
issuing  notes.  It  seems  to  have 
left  little  trace,  either  in  man's 
memory  or  in  banking  history. 

The  pressure  for  paper  currency 
persisted  and  several  unsuccessful 
efforts  to  create  banks  were  made 
in  Montreal  and  Quebeck  prior  to 
the  war  of  I8l2.  During  this  war 
the  need  was  filled  by  0ener2il 
Brock's  Army  Bills  wliich  the  people 
found  so  convenient  that  they  de- 
manded more  loudly  than  ever  the 
continuance  of  sound  paper  money, 
coins  being  very  scarce.  The  out- 
come was  the  Bank  of  Montreal,first 
established  as  the  Montreal  Bank  in 
1817  and  incorporated  in  1822. 

At  this  time  immigration  of  Ekig- 
lish,  Scottish  and  Irish  people 
into  Canada  took  place;  this  was 
also  the  age  of  canal  building 
which  epened  the  St.  Lawrence, 
Ottawa  and  Rideau  rcutes  and  later 
surmounted  Niagara.  Great  Impetus 
was  given  to  settlement  in  Upper 
Canada  where  the  population  in- 
creased fifteen  fold  from  1790  to 

1825. 


CANADIAN  BANKS  ( -Continued) 

A number  of  banks  were  opened  IL 
the  larger  centers  of  population, 
namely  the  Quebec  Bank  founded  in 
1818,  the  Bank  of  New  Brunswick 
in  1820  and  the  Halifax  Banking 
Company  In  I828.  These  three  banks 
continued  in  existence  from  eighty 
to  one  hundred  years.  The  Char- 
lotte County  Bank,  St.  Andrews,  N.P 
operated  over  forty  years.  The 
Bank  of  Canada,  Montreal,  opened  li 
1818  and  closed  in  I83I.  While  tht 
Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  York,  U.C. 
opened  in  1821  after  a career  of 
forty-five  years  as  the  most  power- 
ful and  in5)ortant  bank  in  Upper 
Canada,  it  failed  in  I866.  Another 
early  bank  called  the  Pretended 
Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  Kingston,  U.C 
established  in  I819,  could  not 
withstand  the  pressure  of  its  power- 
rival  at  York  and  closed  its  doors 
in  1822.  Ten  years  later  in  I832 
the  Commercial  Bank  of  the  Midland 
Distrlck  emerged  as  a successor  to 
the  defunct  Pretended  Bank  of  Kings- 
ton. Later  renamed  the  Commercial 
Bank  of  Canada,  it  had  a favourable 
career  of  thirty-five  years,  being 
taken  over  by  the  Merchants  Bank  of 
Canada  in  I867.  The  Gore  Bank  of 
Hamilton  incorporated  in  1835,  con- 
tinued in  existance  over  thirty 
years  when  it  became  merged  with 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce . 

A branch  of  the  Bank  of  British 
North  America  opened  in  Toronto  in 
1835,  and  a private  bank  called  the 
Bank  of  the  People  opened  in  Toronto 
in  1835  and  merged  with  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  in  I838. 

In  Lower  Canada  (Quebec)  the  City 
Bank  opened  its  doors  in  Montreal 
in  1833.  It  was  granted  the  last 
charter  by  the  legislature  although 
the  Bank  of  B.N.A.  with  a royal 
charter  came  in  two  years  later. 

During  this  period  many  people 
acting  without  charters  and  call- 
ing themselves  private  banks,  had 
been  circulating  their  notes  at 

various  points  in  Upper  Canada  un- 
til stopped  by  law,  the  government 
making  it  unlawful  to  issue  un-  ^ 
authorized  notes  after  July  1,1837. 

There  were  also  at  this  time  many 
issues  of  paper  money  by  private 
trading  firms,  companied  and  muni- 
cipalities, but  we  are  concerned 
only  with  banks  of  thi^  early 
period.  - Pelbe

SILVER  STATER  OF  PHILIP  II 

Beginning  with  this  silver  stater 
of  Philip  II  we  are  afforded  op- 
portunity for  one  of  the  most  in- 
formative of  small  collect! ona  — 
a collection  with  a collection, 
and  a very  choice  group  for  the 
gatherer  of  the  ancients.  WEiat 
more  illustrious  six  could  a com- 
pany of  coin  enthusiasts  have  for 
an  evening's  enjoyment  tlian  Philip 
II  of  Macedonia,  Alexander  the 
Great,  Seleucus  I,  Ptolemy  I, 
lysimacus,  and  Cassander  ! 

Philip  was  the  father  of  Alexan- 
der the  Great,  (l  Maccabees  I:!) 
Alexander  was  the  "he  goat"  that 
Daniel  foretold.  The  remaining 
four  were  Daniel's  "four  notable 
ones. " 

"Therefore  the  he  goat  waxed 
very  great;  and  when  he  was 
strong  the  great  horn  was 
broken,  and  for  it  came  up 
four  notable  ones  toward 
the  four  winds  of  heaven." 

(See  Dan.  8;  3-8  and  20-22) 

Philip  ruled  over  Macedonia  36O- 
336  B.C.  By  338  he  had  become  ruler 
over  all  Greece.  It  is  in^jortant 
that  we  clearly  locate  Macedonia 
on  our  early  maps.  A quick  and 
sasy  way  is  this: 

1.  Turn  to  the  back  of  your  Bible. 

2.  In  the  "Index  to  the  Scripture 
Atlas"  get  the  numbers  for 
Macedonia. 

3.  Turn  to  the  map  number. 

I*.  Locate  Macedonia  so  w ell  that 
you  can  never  forget 
Now  you  are  ready  for  a coin  of 
Philip  II,  but  do  not  imagine  you 
will  ever  see  a coin  portrait  of 
him.  Not  yet — a king  in  the  l*th 
Century  B.C.  placing  his  portrait 
on  a coin ! Oh  no  ! — ttiat  would  be 
usurpation  of  a place  tEiat  belonged 
to  his  gods. 

PEiilip's  silver  stater  bears  on 
its  obverse  the  head  of  his  Greek 
god  Zeus.  Because  Philip  was  a 
lover  of  horses,  the  reverse  Eias  a 
high-stepping  horse  ridden  by  a 
nude  jockey  holding  the  rein  in  his 
left  hand,  and  bearing  a palm  branch 
— symbol  of  victory  — in  his 
right.  Beneath  the  prancing  steed 
is  a thunderbolt. 

We  hold  this  stater  in  our  hands 
and  recall  the  anxiety  of  Philip's 
young  son  Alexander  lest  his  father 
was  going  to  take  so  many  countries 
that  there  would  bo  notMng  left 
for  him  to  subdue  when  he  reached 
the  throne  as  his  father's  successor
